1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's response filed August 26, 2002 
and November 29, 2002 (supplemental amendment). In view of the applicant's 
amendment filed August 26, 2002, claims 27-38, 45 and 51-53 have been cancelled 
and claims 60-78 have been added. In view of applicant's supplemental amendment 
filed November 29, 2002, claims 60, 63, 65, 66, 68 and 69 have been amended and 
claims 70-78 have been cancelled. Claims 60-69 are allowed and have been 
renumbered 1-10, respectively. 

2. All rejections of record are withdrawn in view of Applicant's Amendments and 
remarks. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
cited neither teaches nor suggests an isolated polypeptide selected from the group 
consisting of a) an amino acid sequence comprising one of SEQ ID Nos 2, 4, 6 or 8, 
and an immunogenic fragment of at least 15 amino acids that matches an aligned 
contiguous segment of SEQ ID Nos. 2, 4, 6 or 8 wherein the immunogenic fragment, 
when administered to a subject in a suitable composition which can include an adjuvant, 
or a suitable carrier coupled to the polypeptide, raises an immune response that 
recognizes a polypeptide having the sequence of SEQ ID Nos. 2,4,6 or 8. Nor does the 
prior teach or suggests immunogenic compositions or fusion proteins comprising an 
isolated polypeptide selected from the groups consisting of a) an amino acid sequence 
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comprising one of SEQ ID Nos 2, 4, 6 or 8, and an immunogenic fragment of at least 1 5 
amino acids that matches an aligned contiguous segment of SEQ ID Nos. 2, 4, 6 or 8 
wherein the immunogenic fragment, when administered to a subject in a suitable 
composition which can include an adjuvant, or a suitable carrier coupled to the 
polypeptide, raises an immune response that recognizes a polypeptide having the 
sequence of SEQ ID Nos. 2,4,6 or 8.
